4. The Circulars for the Engineer Class and 
Overseer School are under revision' and will be 
available in January, 1947. Meanwhile it i* 
notified for the information of Engineer candi- 
dates that the Entrance Examination will con- 
sist of the following subjects : — 

Group 1. — Languages. 

(a) English. 

(b) Hindustani. 

(o) General Knowledge. 

Group II. — Mathematics. 

(a) Arithmetic and Mensuration, 

(b) Algebra and Trigonometry. 

(c) Co-ordinate Geometry and Calculus. 

(d) Mechanics. 

Group III.— Science. 

(a) Physics (Heat, Light and Sound). 

(b) Electricity and Magnetism. 

(c) Chemistry. 

5. The standard of the Entrance Examina- 
tion will be similar to, but somewhat above, 
that of the Intermediate Examination of the 
Board of High School and Intermediate Edu- 
cation, United Provinces. 

The Syllabus for the subjects of Group I will 
be practically unchanged. Eor the subjects of 
Groups, II and III the content of the Syllabuses 
will be substantially the same as those of the 
Intermediate Examination of the Board of 
High School and Intermediate Education, 
United Provinces, except in Mathematics where 
Differential and Integral Calculus up to simple 


integrations is required. In the subjects of 
Group HI particular attention will be given to 
free-hand sketches of apparatus. 

6. Beginning with the admission for 1947, 
three seats in the Engineer classes of the 
College may be reserved for girl students pro- 
vided they pass the qualifying entrance exa- 
mination and. conform to other rules for admis- 
sion to the College. Girls will compete among 
themselves.
